Another Fort Is Taken. 


At n o'clock of the.afternoon of tho 


20th tho Japanese captured a supple- 
mentary fort which -from tho lower- 
ground threatens the fort on Itz moun- 
tain. ^Thls ended the heavy lighting 
for that day, although the Japanese 
Inter wore compelled to resist several 
sorties. 


During the night the heavy bom- 


bardment of tho Russian

continued, the Japanese flre being di- 
rected with particular vigor against

yards to the went of the fort on Itz 
mountain, and regarded as highly lm- 
ixn-tant because'of Its bearing on tho 
Itz and Anshu mountain forts.

aneso delivered their, afmault. 
They 


met with a stubborn'resistance. They 
were -exposed to the fire of machine 
guns and rllles and they made frantic 
efforts lo reach tho crest of the slope. 
They leaped over trenches and em-

and tore , down the en- 


tanglements in their path until

length they entered the fort.

The 
organized Confederate front wim hun- 
dreds of miles distant, and she had long 
upheld the character of a city of refuge 
for peop)e driven from their homes far- 
ther south and for disabled.soldiers of 
the Federal army,'as well im a place of 
safe keeping for Confederate prisoners.1 
Several thousand armed soldiers were 
constantly stationed in the cfty, and 
n good sized army lay between It and

The wild alarm stampeded thu en- 


tire city. Forrest's command moved 
In five doparute bodies. A dcti|climent 
led by Colonel Longwood followed 
close upon the heels of young Forrest's" 
band down the main street and through 
the Federal battery camp. The Fed- 
eral guns, which bud been abandoned 
by their guards nt the first fire, were 
rcmanned, but I.ongwood's men went 
through the cump with clubbed, rifles. 
Afterward they ran the gantlet of fire 
from scattered bodies of' troops and 
the home guard along the streets. 


Still another Confederate, body, under 


Colonel Necly, attacked an Infantry 
encampment near the point where the 
raiders entered the city, but found Its 
match and more. The Federals were 
In line and received the Intruders with 
n stunning volley. 
General Forrest, 


who had held nloof somewhat, went to 
Necly's aid and. with only his escort 
for n following, charged the enemy Im- 
petuously. Neely dashed In afresh nt 
the same: moment, and thu Federal In- 
fantry ran for cover. 


Another b'ody of raiders, under Colo- 


nel Jesse Forrest) 'rushed off to tho 
headquarters of General Wnsbburnc, 
tho Federal commander of tho depart- 
ment, and captured some staff olllccm, 
but failed to secure the general him- 
self, who was the object of the search. 
General F.orrcst',finally, ordered a re- 
treat. 
f The enemy was badly'scared, 


and further bloodshed would be use- 
less. Colonel Longwood mid Captain 
Forrest fought their way back with 
their commands 
from 
the Gnyoso 


House to the outskirts of the city, liav 
ing n sharp fight to get through the 
Federal battery camp on their route. 


The main body of the raiders rallied 


nt the camp taken by Colonel Neoly 
and General Forrest, and this point 
was vigorously attacked 
by sevt-ral 


hundred mounted • Federals. General 
Forrest mortally wouuJod Colonel Starr 
In a personal combat during this tight. 
Although 
the raiders were virtually 


chased out of Memphis, the glory of 
their unique exploit remained behind 
them. Memphis was In n panic, and 
before the raiding detachment rutunied 
to Forrest's old camp lit Mississippi 
General Smith's troublesome army v.'iui 
on the back track to save the city. 


Forrest's boldness lit attacking Mem 


phis was fulrly outdone by the coolness 
of his withdrawal from the vicinity. 
At the end of a day's marca he baited 
and sent word to the Federals In Mem- 
phis that some of the prisoners be was 
leading uwuy south were barefoot ami 
could not keep up with the column. 
A supply of shoes was quickly sent to 
his bivouac, and, after another dny'ii 
march, he sent back asking for rations 
for bis prisoners. These were prompt- 
ly sent to the rendezvous, twenty-live 
miles distant, and the otllcers In charge 
of the relief party curried buck word 
that the raiding chief appeared In no 
hurry to leave the vicinity.. Surely not. 
when he notified the enemy Just when 
to find him and waited a whole night 
to keep the appointment.
